+ ‘Phe Alleged Assault. 


They are alleged to have been 
responsible for the nssault on 
Chan Kiu, and are charged with 
causing him grievous ‘bodily - harm. 


The full. facts of the incident 
have never been officially disclosed. 
Alt that is known is that Chan Kiu 
and another Chinese detective .be- 
came involved in an altercation with 
some soldiers shortly after the 
closing of the nearby cinema- 
houses on the night of Synday, May 
8. As an outcome, 4 fight ap- 
pears to have taken place, in which 
Chan Kiu was badly hurt. He was 


| rendered unconscious and was rush- 


ed off to hospital. 

Subsequently three men of the 
South Wales Borderers were taken 
into custody in connexion with 
tho affair, but the Police later de- 
cided to proceed against two of 
them only. 


Medical Opinion.

Mr. Walker's Evidence. 


Mr. G. A. Walker, Acting 
Manager, of the K.C.It, sald that 
about 6.20 pm. on April 20 he 
received oa telephane message at 
his house that the No, 19 train 
had met with oan neeident near 
tunnel’ No, 38, and that ft was 
fenred that no number of passen- 
gers were killed and injured. He 
rang up the Kowloon station and 
gave Instructions for all First Aid 


men to he collected? and sent to 


join the No, 26 traly to Taipo, 

Ih answer to a question by the 
Coroner, Mr: Walker sald that 
‘First Aid men inchuded als station 
masters, booking clerks, goods 
clerks, yunrda and English-speak- 
ing traffic men, They were all 
examined yearly amt formed’ a 
division oof the St, John Am- 
bubance Brigade. 

Continuing, he said that he 
gave Tnatructions that bexes and 
stretchers were alao to be taken. 
He also instructed the atation 
master to send out a call for doct- 
ors, and to provide cars for doct- 
ors arriving at the station. He 
also rang up Mr Smith, the as- 
sistant mechanical engineer, and 
tinked him to join him on the 540 
pom. train, AH the railway of- 
ficers, Government dogters, the 
District Officer at Taipo and police 
officers were informed as a matter 
of routine, : 

He subsequently found that 
this routine order had been carri- 
ed out, 

The 540 p.m. train stopped near 
his house and picked him and Mr. 
Smith up. On arrival at the Yau- 
mati station he was infarmed that 
the train could not preeeed, to 
Shatin owing to a wash-out in the 
Shatin bank. He ordered the 
train back to Kowloon, and made 
arrangements for the passengers 
to be sent in cars. 


Arrival on Scene. 


He proceeded with Mr, Smith to 
Shatin by car, and on arrival at 
the road bridge north of Shatin 
were stopped by some fire- 
men and ambulance men. 
Dr. Smalley arrived there 
at -the same time. They set 
out to walk to the scene of the 
accident, which they reached 
‘about 7 pam. Mr.- Arculli owas 
there when they arrived.

.done to the injured he went to try 
and make arrangements for the 
passengers, who had arrived hy 
the express from Taipo and who 
were -cut ‘off, to be sent to Hong- 
kong. He decided that the only 
thing to be done was to send them 
to Sheung Shui and from there 
by motor-bus by the Castle Peak 
roud. Mr, Areulli teok him to 
Shatin to get into telephone com- 
munication with Kowloon.

Where others 
have temporised he has acted. | In 
diplomacy he has, as in the case 
of his relations with the Russians, 
shown himself sapable of ruthlessly 
flinging aside those who have serv. 
ed his purpose and are then an ob- 
stacle to further advance: He hag 
shown in words an enthusiuam’ for 
the cause of the Kuomintang but, 
so far as we'can ascertain, he has 
never been able to carry over the 
sense of conviction and devotion to

councils of the nation. He repre- 
sents- an nssociation ‘of absolutist 
and democratic {dens which haa 
from time to.time cropped up in 
the history of politics. In English 
history we have something similar’ 
In the Tudor dynasty, The Tudors 
were, however, — extraordinarily 
popular, and had a flair for the out- 
look of the Englishman of the 
period. We have on a previous oc- 
cnsion pointed out 2 simfliarity In 
the case of the Stadtholdera of the 
House of Orange In Holland. Un- 
Kal-atick hae 
shown considerable ability to in- 
ferpret the people's weariness of 
the more doctrinaire politictans of 
the Kuomintang. His present 
policy has been contrasted, by, an 
eminent English weekly, with that 
of the orthodox Kuomintang, as 
liberal in outlook. He fs credited, 
as against Mr. Hu Han-min, with 
a polley which will provide the peo- 
ple with a° Constitution and with 
an BIN of Rights inatead of the 
aulocracy of the Party, We think 
that something can be said for this 
view, if-it be tempered with the 
consideration that, Hike other 
popular absotutists, Marshal Chiang 
intends to hotd the reins himself, 
and probably aims at the permanent 
contre! of the National Government, 

Much misunderstanding would be 
cleared away if he frankly announc- 
ed that the present scheme of a 
Provisional Constitution found no 
place in the actual programme of 
the Founder, while further claim- 
ing that were the Founder alive, and 
able to see the way in which things 
were developing under the Tutelage, 
he would inevitably be led to-sueh a 
devision, | Unfortunately even ab- 
solutism must work with legal fic- 
tions: and the fiction that the “Peo- 
ple's Convention” within the period 
of absolutism is the same as the 
National Convention which is to 
end {t, and to provide 2 “per- 
manent Constitution, has failed to 
carry most respected lenders of the 
Party, On that rock absolutism 
muy: break up. 


England and Lotteries. 


ff Puritanism in’ England is 
dying, it is dying: very hard. At 
least, public feeling has not 
changed to such an extent as to 
‘condone the legalisation of Lote 
terics, judging by the emphatic 
refusal of the House of Commons 
to consider a Bill authorising Bri- 
tish Hospital Sweeps on the lines 
of the Irish adventure. There is, 
of course, another uspect of the 
matter. Only 239 members in a 
House of G15 recorded their-votes 
on an issue of considerable pub- 
lic interest. Only 658 of them 
went into the Lobby favouring the 
proposal.’ The figures suggest 
that opponents of lotteries are @x- 
tremely well organised and are 
wble to bring powerful pressure to 
bear, rather than that the 3-1 
majority represented the general 
opinion of the House.

Evidence of the yood work 
being done by the Hongkong 
Society for ‘the Protection of 
“Children [fy provided in. the 
Interim Report which has been 
prepared by the Joint Hon. Secre- 
taries, Mr. T. N. Chau and Mr. 
T. M. Hazlerigg. ‘ 

In tho six months from [6th 
November, 1050,;to 14th May, 1931, 
the Soeicty investignted 80 cases, 
bringing the total number of onsen 
up to 107, The welfare of 141 
children was involved. 

Forty cases were reported by 
officinis of hospitals and dispensaries 
or by membera of the public, while 
tho remaining 67 were found by the 
Socicty’s Inspector. 

It $e regarded an indicative of 
growing confidence In the Society's 
work thnt out of the Inst 50 cases no 
fewer than 24 were reported by 
officials or members of the public. 


‘Evil of Poverty. 


The most outatanding feature elin- 
cloned by the investigation of cases 
in the fact that se many of those in- 
volved live on the border Une of 
atarvation. In| 95 cases the family 
{income wan ancertained, In 7 of 
these cases the family Income amount- 
ed to $50 n month or upwards, In 
the remaining 88 cases the aggregate 
monthly incomes of KB families, 
comprising in onl) d40 individuals, 
amounted to $1,301.40, In other 
words, there was an avernge Income 
of slightly over $3.80) per head per 
month, out of which to provide food, 
lodging ‘and clothing, 

Where sheer poverty is so pre- 
dominant Jt will be appreeinted that 
it ik m matter of great difficulty to 
classify, with any approach to ac. 
curacy, the causes which gave rise ty 
the reporting af canes, Particularly 
do poverty and dixense minreh afde by 
aide. :

“Lack of Medical Attention. 


Failure to obtain proper medical 
attention for sick children has been a 
frequent couse uf complaint, In 
numerous cases this resulted fram the 
parent or parents being employed 
throughout the day and having no 
time to take the children to hospital. 
In almost all cages the Inspector wis 
able to seeure that the children re- 
ceived medical attention. . 

Arrangements have been made 
with the Chinese Public Dixpensarics 
whereunder children fre xent to the 
Dispensaries and the doctors, in thelr 
turn, report those cases in which, 
owing to poverty of parents or other 
causes, the Society can be of assist- 
ance. . 

In 19 cases of extreme ‘poyerty milk 
has been supplied for young children 
‘suffering from malnutrition. In all 
causes the supply is maintained so 
long a8 oppenrs necessary and the 
results have been markedly beneficial. 
In other cases of poverty, food has 
been supplied for older children.. 


Juvenile Offenders, 


‘Phe Society has continued to in- 
terest itself in the subject of the 
treatment of Juyenile Offenders. | 

Five members, of the ‘Executive 
Committee were invited to jain the 
Committee ‘appointed by His Excel- 
lency the Governor to report upon the 
measures necessary for the institu- 
tion of Juvenile Courts, and this Gom- 
mittee hns prepared for congideration 
by the Government draft Bills_provid- 
ing for the {natitution of Juvenile 
courts and ‘of Refermatory and 
Industrial Schools, 

Under the existing Inws there is 2 
total Inck of provision for - placing 
youthful offenders on probation, for 
their segregation from adult criminals, 
for their custody elsewhere than in 
prinons, or even for removing a child 
from the custody of those who nay 
have been convicted of having grossly 
maltreated him.

n decidedly new appearance, and 
muke the public rooms and lounges 
much more spacious, Work Is pro- 
ceeding aa quickly as possible, and 
it ia expected that tho remodelling 


‘1 sill be completed within four or 


five months, 3 


The mnin feature ofthe plans 
is the, demoliton of many of the 
interfor walls, so that the ground 
nnd first floors will be practically 
two huge rooms, the different sec- 
tiona of which will be divided by 
different floor levels and other no- 
vel devices, The 
by the hotel of several shops 
facing Queen's Road will give the 
hotel and cafeteria premises extra 
necommodation, 


Work has already been begun on 
the dining room on the first floor, 
which will be remodelled to serve 
as a temporary cafeteria, while tha 
niterntions on the ground floor 
are taking place. The. first floor 
acheme is to have a commodious 
grill room replacing the present 
dining: room thers, bt will, however, 
bo nearly three times the size of 
the present room, as, by the demo- 
lition of two walls, it will occupy 
the additional space of Badsie's 
Bar, and blao that over the cafe- 
teria, © When completed this grill 
‘room will contain a dance tHoor, to 
be built directly over the present 
cafeteria, with sections for tables 
on elther side. Phe dining tables 
will be on the space now occupied 
by the present dining: room and 
Heasie’s Bar. On the Queen's 
Road side of this large dining and 
dance ‘room Will be a cocktail 
lounge, situated on the present ver- 
undah, 


Private Dining Koom, 


The barber's shop and ladies’ 
room, now on the first floor, will be 
removed to Gloucester Building, 
and their position is to bé taken by 
a large private dining room, which 


is to take the place of the present 


small private dining room and 
various annexes in the vicinity. 

Bessio's Bar which will be moved 
further north by the extension of 
the dining room, is to take the place 
of the present writing room. The 
alterations will increase the size 
of the present lounge on the first 
floor, and the whole level ‘will be 
practically one big room.
